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CLARENCE WHITE PHOTOGRAPHS EXHIBITED AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

The educational exhibition, Mirror with a Memory , displays 35 of the 45 
photographs by Clarence H. White (1871-1925) given to The Cleveland Museum of Art 
in 1980 and exhibited for the first time at the Museum as a complete body of work. 
The exhibition, which complements the major exhibition, Henri Cartier-Bresson: 
Photographer , also includes several copies of Camera Work , the first major photo 
journal in the United States, containing reproductions of White's work and that of 
other major photographers of the period. Camera Work was edited and published by 
Alfred Stieglitz. 

The exhibition shows White's calm, meditative style. He liked posing family 
and friends in intimate interiors against a window or outdoors at dawn or dusk, 
when his figures would be "bathed in light." White worked with a large format 
camera (image size x 8h inches) , capturing and retaining in the negative the 
range of light he preferred. Throughout his career. White visualized every element 
of his composition before shooting, controlling the image from conception to final 
print. ^ 

Julia Hall McCune was a friend and student whom White often photographed in 
Newark, Ohio. Her three children — Elizabeth Flory Kelly, John Flory, and Phoebe 
Flory — gave the Museum the 45 photographs which White took between 1896 and 1915. 

Sheila Webb, instructor in the Museum's department of art history and education, 
organized the exhibition. She will present two lecture series and several gallery 
talks on photography (see Cartier-Bresson release) .
